NEW ELECTION LAWS PROPOSED. 


Which Will Repress the Voters—A Chance 
kor a Lively Fight—The Ala- 
bama Republicans. 

Wasuinoton, April 5.—[Special.]—One of 
the most interesting matters to observant poll- 
ticians in Washington has been embraced in 
the endeavor to make out from Mr. Harrison’s 
appointnients in the south, and from remarks 
made by him to callers, what will be his policy 
towards that section of the country. Enough 


has been developed today to establish-very ,, 
conclusively several interesting points. Witlr 


very few exceptions there have been no astute 
politics in any southern appointment which 
Mr. llarrison has made, nor has there been 
any endeavor to use ‘ 
| TRE SPOILS AS A NUCLEUS 
around which to build up a republican party 
south of Mason and Dixon line. His efforts 
seem, os far as appointments in the south are 
concerned, directed to healing the difference 
between the factions of his party in each state. 
Judging from the expressions which the dis- 
appointed ones give vent to his success has 
been by no means remarkable. Again Mr. 
Harrison has not taken hold of what is known 
as the Birmingham idea, the pregramme of 
which would involve an attempt to break into 
the solid ranks of southern democracy by get- 
ing protectionist democrats and republicans 
of good standing into the same party, Mr. Har- 
rison, it is stated on very high authority, looks 
upon

a9 being as chimerical as was the the effort of 
Hayes to revive the old time whig party in 
the south, and cause it to aly itself with the 
republicans. Mr. Harrison said in his inau- 
gural address, and has repeated the same 
statement time and time again since that ad- 
dress was delivered, that he would have but 
ne volicy for the whole country. He doubt- 
less means what he says, but there are wheels 
within wheels. From what has emanated 


from him on several occasins when southern | 


republicans and other politicians not from the 
south, who have called upon him, it is evident 
that one of the inside wheels is going to roll 
out his southern policy. Tho well informed 
and quiet observers of what is going on here 
are as confident as they are thatthe sun will 
rise tomorrow that Mr. Harrison in his first 
message to congress will recommend to that 
body 
TUE ADOPTION OF NEW LAWS 

governing the election of members of the 
house. The republicans have not got much of 
a mergin in their majority in the next house, 
and the demotrats, if they work together, can 
defeat almost ‘any propSsed legislation which 
they desire to defeat. At any rate, if Mr. 
Harrison's forthcoming recommendation in 
regard to clections is attempted to be put 
through it will bring on a fight as exciting as 
was witnessed in the house when the cele- 
brated force bill was before that body.

Wasutneton, April 5.—The president has 
practically determined to take a few days rest 
and recreation outside of Washington, as soon 
as he can doso, without sacrificing public 1in- 
terest. 
mentally and physically, for the last ei 
montis and it is beginning to tell on his 
healih. Friends and physicians have advised 
him to take a short respite from official duties 
and he has promised to do so at the first favora- 
ble opportunity. He made some inquiries about 
a trip to Fort Monroe, and the rumor was soon 
started that he was going to take a cruisé in 
Chesapeake bay on a revenue cutter. His ae 
parture was fixed by the rumor for tomorrow, 
aud lort Monroe as his destination. 

NO TRUTH IN THE RUMOR. 

Inqniry at the white house this afternoon 
showed that there was no truth in the report, 
as faras this weex is concerned. There are 
several obstacles in the way of the trip being 
mace so soon, the chief and all sufficient one 
being. the lack ofan available vessel. There 
are two revenue cytters at Baltimore, one 
being Out of commission and the other nnder- 
going repairs. One of them could soon be put 
in condition for the president's use, and orders 
tothat effect may be issued in a few days, pro- 
vided the president decides on a trip by water. 
There are also two lighthouse tenders at Nor- 
folk, either of which could be utilized if de- 
sired, - 

There is usually a naval vessel in this vicin- 
ity in the summer time for just such trips as 
have been recommended to the president, but 
itso happens that there is none here at the 
present time. Itis, however, very probable 
that the president will leave the city for a few 
days by the end of next week, but it is not 
likely that any definite arrengement as to des- 
tination or means of transportation will be 
made for several days, 


PIEKSON’S SUCCESSOR. 


Cornelius Van Cott Appointed Postmaster 
of Now York City. 

WaAsuinatron, April 5.—The president has 
appeinted Joel B. Erhard collector of customs 
and Corneiius Van Cott postmaster of New 
York city. 

C. R. Faulkner, of Indiana, chief of the 
record division in the pension office, has re- 
signed by request. 

L.. Q. C. Lamar, Jr., chief of the stationery 
divison of the interior department, has also re- 
sigued to engage in private business. Mr. 
Lamar’s resignation was. unsolicited. William 
R, Lapham, of New York, has been appointed 
acting chief of the same division. 

Cornelius Van.Cott, the new postmaster of 
New York city, has for a number of years 
been a fire coramigsioner of that city. 

It is said at the] treasury department that 
Erhardt was the choice of the republican party 
of the state of New York for the position of 
collector of the port of New York, 
without regard to wings, sides or 
factions. and that his was a 
most harmonious appointment. He was in- 
dorsed by Vice-President Morton, Secretary 
Tracy. Senators Hiscock and Evarts, nearly 
all the republican representatives of the state. 
the Union League ciub, leading representatives 
of the two factions of the party and many of 
the principal m«rchants and business men of 
the port. Mr. Erhardt is well known as 
the republican candidate in the mayoralty 
contest in New York last autumn. His last 
public service was as United States marshal of

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THE HOUR OF PRAYER. 


Proclamation by the President Calling on th 
People to Give Thanks. 

Wasuninctron, April 5. ~The following proc- 
lamation was isswed late this afternoon: 

By the president of the United States—a procia- 
maiion; Oae hundred years have passed since the 
rovernment which our forefathers founded was 
formally organized. At noononthe thirticth day 
of April, seventeen hundred and eighty-nine, in the 
city of New York; and in the presence of an assem- 
blage of heroic men, whose patriotic devotion had 
led colonies to victory and independenc, George 
Washington took the oath of office as chiet ma:/s 
trate of the new born republic. 

This impressive act was prececed at 9 o’clock in 
the morning, in all the churches of the city, by 
prayer fer God's blessing on the government and 
its first president. The centennial of this iliustrions 
event in our history has been declared a general 
holiday by act of comgress to the end that the peo- 
pie of the whole country may join in commemnos 
rative exercises appropriate to the day. 

In order that the joy of the occasion may be 

wiated with deep thankfulness in the minds 

the people for ail our blessings in 

the past and devout supplication to God for their 

gracious continuancein the future, representatives 

of religious creeds, both Christain, and Hebrew, 

have memorialized the governmetna to designate an 
ior prayer aud thanksgiving on that day.

recommend that on ‘Tuesday, <April 30th, 
at the honrof 9 o'clock in the morning, the people 
of the entire country repair to their respective 
places of divine worship to implore favor of God 
that the blessing of liberty, prosperity and peace 
may abide with usas_a people and that Ifis hand 
may lcad usin the paths of righteousness and good 
deeds,

EVERYTHING ENDS IN DISORDER. 


istols, Knives and Clubs Used—Two Demo- 
cratic City Tickets Will Reselt on Ac* 
count of Factional Feeling. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 5,—Cohoes has been 
in the hands of a democratic mob all day, and 
tonight the condition of affairs is unchanged, 
with drunken brawlers and excited adherents 
of the two democratic factions still excitedly 
discussing the situation. Ths democratic pri- 
maries to nominate supervisoys, aldermen and 
a city ticket were held today. On one aide 
was 

THE CLEVELAND FOLLOWING, 
dirested by D. Cady Herrick, from Albany, 
with Postmaster Larkin and Ex-County Clerk 
Largin in immediate command. On the other 
side was the Hill following, directed by Ed- 
ward Murphy, Jr., from Troy, with Mayor 
Garside in immediate command. The rioting 
was confined to three of the wards. In the 
other two the Larkin regulars had things their 
own way, and nominated their men by majori- 
ties of four and seven. Iv the other threé 
wards there was violance. The Larkin men 
had the inspectors, Garside had the police. 
Soute time ago one of the potice commissioners 
was “indueced’’ to turn the force over to the 
control of the mayor, who tiirned out the old 
force an?d-urmed 
AN ENTIRELY NEW ONE. 
The po'ice were present. at the polls in force. 
Civilians sworn in as specials were left im con- 
trol of the stationhouse. In one of the wards, 
after the regulars had admitted the watcher of 
the other side to the polling place, one of the 
police endeavored to force his way in. He 
was warned to desist, but persisted, and with a 
sledge hammer battered down the door. He 
was struek on the head with a lead pipe, a 
hole was cut through his cheek and staggering 
back, 
COVERED WITH BLOOD, 
he fell outside the poll. Then the riot began. 
Pistols, knives and clubs were used. The 
ballot box was smashed and both sides claimed 
the victory. No one was fatally injured, 
except, possibly the policeman. While this 
was transpiring, in another ward a policeman 
endeavored to make his way into the polling 
place through a saloon next deor. He was 
choked by the propristor until black in the 
face, thrown over the bar and kicked into the 
street. In another ward a policeman battered 
& man over the head inflicting injuries which 
are reported fatal. Small fights were of con- 
stant occurrence. 
FACTIONAL FEELING RUNS SO HIGH, 
and the disturbance is so great, that is almost 
impossible to secure full and reliable news. 
After the regular primaries were broken up, 
they were continued in the midst of groups of 
the opposing factions.

HELL'S HOLLOW, 
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Squatters Defying the State Authorities of 

- | Iowa, 

Drs Morus, Ia., April 5.—A United States 
marshbel and posse yesterday evicted -Fazket 
Blake from the Litchfield lands, better known 
as the Des Moines river lands. Blake’s farm is 
in Hamilton county, sixteen miles southeast of 
Webster City, pear what is known among the 
settlers as Hell’s Hollow. When the posse 
reached the placé they found Blake had moved 
his house across the road and entirely off the 
Litchfield track. Some of his machinery was 
still left, but this he was getting ont of the 
way as rapidly as possible. The officers did 
not molest Blake nor offer him any violence 
whatever, but shortly after they arrived upon 
the scene 

A PUFF OF SMOKE, A RIFLE CRACK, 
and a whizzing bullet told them that the set- 
tlers had opened fire. Shots came from a dense 
ghicket of hazel a quarter of a mile away. 
Probably férty shots were fired, but the marks- 
manship was either poor or the range Was in- 
tentionaily wide, for none of the deputies were 
hurt, The posse hada number of writs, but 
as they were only armed with revolvers they 
did not attempt to serve them, but retreated 
in good order. There were probably twenty 
or thirty armed settlers in the timber. Mar- 
snal Desmond will take the matter personally 
in charge in a few days and will execute the 
writs or die in the attempt. The settlers have 
been organizing all the winter. They have 
what is knownas the River Land Settlers’ 
union, and are as thoroughly disciplined and 
as well prepared for systematic action as the 
kuklux ever were. They are 
ARMED WITH WINCHESTER RIFLES 

and indulge in target shooting daily. They 
have sworn to resist all attempts at eviction, 
and, as the United States marshals will do 
their duty, regardless of consequences, blood- 
shed seems destined to resuit. Their system 
of spreading news by telephone from town to 
town and by carriers mounted on fleet horses 
is well perfected. If a marshal appears in 
Webster City or Fort Dodge, within an hour or 
two the fact is known on every section of 
river land in Webster and Hamilton counties, 
and every movement of the marshal is 
watched by faithful spies and is promptly re- 
ported. ~ . 

Last week anumber of writs were served. 
The marshals were well armed and were fre- 
quenthy met by squads of men armed with 
Winchesters, who ordered them to desist opera- 
tions, 7 

AND THREATENED TO SHOOT THEM 
if they persisted in their purpose. These men 
were nearly always mounted on horses, but at 
that time no shots were fired. > 

That part of Hamilten county where the 
shooting occurred yesterday is very rough and 
covered with ascraggy growth of timber and 
thickets in plenty. When the marshals 
reached this neighborhood, the river landers 
secreted themselves in the timber aud opened 
fireupon them. 

After evicting Blake, the marshals started 
to return, They had procedeed about three- 
fourths of a mile across the hollow, when a 
regular fusillade of bullets rained about them. 
The attack soon ceased and the marshals con- 
cluded not to goon with the work until rein- 
forced. Then cviction will proceed without 
delay. Thescttlers are determined. Nothing 
will probably be done for several days.

The Terrible Stories Told by the Farmers of

A BAD RECORD DISCLOSED. 


Ben Elgy Confesses That He Was the Prin.« 
cipal in the Meadows Murder. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 5.—[Special.]— 
The mystery which has surrounded the murder 
of J, W. Meadows, who was killed in January 
last, was Cleared up today by the confession of 
Ben Elgy alias Jim Wiiliams,. Elgy is the 
negro who two wecks ago assatilted and robbed 
Mrs. J. U. Landy, and who is wanted in Cobb 
county, Georgia, for the murder of Mrs. Har-- 
erove, and in Atinnta for burglary and other 
‘éfimes. “Four negroes-wers arrested yester- 
day for the murder of Meadows, and Elgy, 
without knowing of these arrests, stated in his 
confession that he was assisted in the murder 
and robbery by the four men now in jail. He 
savs he planned the crime and induced them 
toaid him. He told the names of the negroes 
and where they lived. Elgy, in his confession, 
says he found Meadows drunk in a saloon 
on the night of the murder. Seeing 
Meadows with a gold watch and a large 
sum of money, he secured the assistance of the 
other negroes, and they induced their victim 
to go with them to the spot where he was mur- 
dered, which is about two miles from the city. 
This murder was one of the mysteries which 
baffled the entire detective force of the city.

France Asks Belgium to Expel Boulanger— 
Mow the General Got Information of 
the Goverament's Intentions. 


Brussers, April 5.—General Boulanger held 
a conference today in this city with a number 
of his supporters in the French chamber of 
deputies. Another manifesto wil shortly be 
issued by the general, treating of the vote in 
the chamber yesterday, sanctioning his prose- 
cution and appealing to the people against the 
government and chamber. 

The French government is urging Belgiam 
to expe! General Boulanger. 

DILLON AND ROCHEFORT NEXT. 

Pants, April 5,—The opportunist and radi- 
cal press regard.the vote in the chamber of 
deputies yesterday authorizing the prosecu- 
tion of Genera! Boulanger by the goverument 
as a death blow to Boulangism. 

Count Diflon and M, Rochefort will be pros- 
ecuted by the government for their connection 
with the Boulangist movement. 

A MANIFESTO FROM BOULANGER, 

Paris, April 5.—General Boulanger has 
issued a manifesto dated Brussels, April 5th. 
He says that in their robust sense the electors 
know how to deal with the tissue of false- 
hoods and abominable slanders against him. 
The government hag extorted from an in- 
fatuated parliament consent to prosecute him 
before a court of political enemies, not before 
® court of judges. All the acts imputed to 
him as crimes were well known when he was 
appointed minister of war, and, therefore, bis 
colleagues were equally guilty. ‘‘Al the vio- 
lence and calumny in the world,” he says, 
‘‘will fail to turn us ##om our object, which is 
to obtain an honest republic and the legal ex- 
ercise of universal suffrage.” 

Tho senate will begin the triat of General 
Boulanger on Monday next. During the trial 
no session of the chamber of deputies will be 
held. Count Dillon and M. Rochefort have 
persuaded Boulanger to withhold his proposed 
manifesto. 

The Boulangist electoral campaign has been 
suspended for the present. 

A warrant has been issued for the arrest of 
Boulanger the moment he touches French 
soil. Susini has resigned fromthe Boulangist 
committee, Thieband has withdrawn his 
resignation. 
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Another Letter from Stanley. 

Lonnon, April 5.—The Royal Geographical 
society has received a letter from Henry M:* 
Stanley. The contents consist chiefly of re- 
ports on the geographical results of the ex- 
plorer’s march. The letter will be read at the 
meeting of the society.on Monday evening 
next.

McMillan is a well known Irishman and busi- 
ness man of Macon. Several years ago his 
brother, Joseph McMillan, went from Ireland 
to Ohio, and was engaged at farm work at 
Solon.

AWARD OF THE SEWER 
\ONTRAOCTS, 


ABOUT TH 


He Asserte That the Bids Were Irrecular and Should 
Not Have Been Accepied—He Tells Why He 
Opposes It. 


The board of alderman has attained an tn- 
usual prominence, and it all comes out of the 
session of Thursday morning. 

The body, however, appears to be holding 
its own. 

Some people think the board did right in 
awarding the contracts to W. D. Palmer and 
W.D. Pease, while others say that the con- 
tract should not have been given to persons 
whose bids were not perfect. These are tiie 
two sides to the sto and the talk is plenti- 
ful both ways. Mr. Haas, of the aldermanic 
board, is one of the gentlemen thor- 
oughly dissatisfied with the award, and 
is talking openly. Yesterday he said: 

“Tt was not my intention to have anything 
farther to say upon the awardof the contracts 
for sewers and sidewalks, but Mr. Amorous’s 
interview in this morning’s CONSTITUTION 
constrains me to place the subject before the 
people in its proper light. It was not a ques- 
tion whether the Chattahoochee Brick come 
pany, §. H. Venable & Co., W. D. Palmer, 
Pease & Co., or D’Alvigny & Co., should or 
should not have the contracts. The lowest 
bids not having been made according to law 
or the advertisement or ordinances, re-adver- 
tisement should have been made for new bids. 

feel confident that bids equally as low 
would have been received. it have always 
favored the wisest competition for all 
classes of city work and = shall 
continue to do 50 in the 
futvre. The only way the city can protect 
itself against fraudulent bidders, or combina- 
tlons among bidders, is to enforce existing ordi- 
nances. I cal) the attention. of the public to an 
ordinance on page 350 of the city code. That 
ordinance reads: 

An ordinanee—to prevent collusion among bid~ 
ders for city work. (Passed July 5th, 1386.) The 
—- and general council of the city of Atlanta do 
ordain, 

That no bia of any contractor for permanent 
street, sewer or sidewalk work sbali be entertained, 
unless there shall accompany the bid of the contrac- 
tor an affidavit, wherein the contractor shall state 
under oath that he bas not, by himself ar others, 
directly or indirectly, entered ‘mito any 
combination, arrangement or scheme, what- 
soever, with any other bidder to increase 
the price of said work, or to offer a different sum 
from his bid, and that he bas entered into no ar- 
rangement, express or implied, to induce others not 
to bid, or to do any by-biddihg, and that his bid is 
bonafide, and that he bas not gone to any furnisher 
of supplies and attempted to get such person or 
company to only furnish the material to him, or if 
furnished another bidéer that the material snall be 
at a higher price; and if, during the progress of the 

work, or any time before # is paid for, it 1s ascer~ 
tained that such contractor has violated the letter 
or the spirit of this ordinance, he shall forfeit ail 
right to compensation for any work done, and a 
reward of one hundred dollars is offered. any in- 
former who shali furnish the evidence of any collu- 
sion or other combination between bidders or con- 
tractors for city work. 

‘‘In addition to that ordinance I want to 
present an extract from the printed contract 
for sewers for the city of Atlanta. It says: 

“Permission will not be given for the withdrawal, 
modification or explanation of any bid or proposal.”’ 

“Then, as you know, an aflidavit is printed 
on all blank bids furnished by the city to the 
bidders. It reads: 

“Georgia, Fulton county.—Personally comes be» 
fore me——, a notary public for and in sa d county, 
—, wlio being duly sworn, says that ha— not, 
by ——or others, directly or indirectly, entered in~ 
to any combination, arrangement or scheme what~ 
sover, with any other bidder, toincrease the price 
of said work, or to offeradifferent sum from —— 
bid, and that — entered into no arrangement, ex, 
press or implied, to induce others not to_ bid orto 
Coanw by-bidding, and that — bid is bona-fide, 
and that —— not gone to any furnisher of supplies 
and aitempted to get such person or company to 
only furnish the material to —— or if furnished ans 


| other bidder that the material shall be at a higher 


price, 
' Sworn toand subseribed before me this the — 
day of —— 158 . Contractor. 

‘It appears that if the ordinance meais any- 
thing at all, it means strict compliance on the 
part of contractors and bidders as weil as mem- 
bers of the general conncil. Every contractor 
was put upon notice that permission will be 
given for the ‘‘withdrawal, modification or ex- 
planation of any bid or proposal.’’ Neither 
the bid of W. D: Palmer, for the sewer work, 
or Pease & Co., for sidewalks, was in compli- 
ance with the ordinance on the subject. Colo- 
nel Goodwin, city attorney, held that mem- 
bers of the council-would have no “legal” ob- 
stacle in the way of setting aside this ordinance 
temporarily, if it was, in their judgment 
for the good of the city. Alderman Hutchison 
as well as myselfand others thought the city 
would not be doing the square thing in receiv- 
ing bids from anybody without the required 
aflidavit. ITamalaw abiding citizen myself. 
I do not believe I have any more right to 
violate or set aside a city ordinance, asa mem- 
ber of council than I would otherwise—even 
though to gain temporary advantage by so 
doing. ‘The hand writing in the bids of Pease 
& Co. and W. D. Palmer was strikingly sim- 
ilar. Neither bid contained the 
aftidavit. hence I thought caution advisable. 
Now, Mr. Palmer’s bid for sewer work, which 
was accepted by the majority of the commit- 
tee on streets and sewers, was not the lowest 
bid for sewer work, and I called the attention 
of the committee to that fact. Mr. Palmer, 
however, in his bid omitted to make a bid for 
the laying of the terra cotta pipe, and the com- 
mittee held that he could not amend his bid. 
How they could reconsider this with permit- 
ting Myr. Pease to bring his _afii- 
davit and thereby amend his bid for 
sidewalks and accepting that amended aid I 
leave them to explain. This lower bid even 
though the city laid the sewer pipe at its own 
expense ffwould have saved the city 
an addition of $3,000 a year. Mr. Amorous 
stated in the committee meeting if I wonid 
vote-toaccept the Pease bid he would vote 
with ; me. told him that both the 
Pease and Palmer bids were irregular but if 
it was simply to save money forthe city and 
nothing else, regardless of the ordinance and 
other requirements, it was the duty of the ma- 
jority to report in favor of the lowest 
bids. I told them = distinetly that I 
could only entertain such bids as came in com- 
pliance with existing laws. I then madea 
motion to accept D’Alvigny’s bid. . Mr. 
Thompson amended my motion by making the 
suggestion to advertise for new bids which J 
accepted and withdrew the original motion. 
Upon the division Mr. Thompson and myself 
voted to advertise for new bids—the balance 
of the committee, Messrs. Woodward, Meador, 
Amorous, Stephens and McLendon voted to 
accept the bids of W. D. Palmer and Pease. 
I renewed my argument in another shape--as 
being opposed to a five year contract. 

“In that I was heartily sustained by City 
Engineer Clayton. Mr. Clayton gave it as his 
best judginent that yearly contracts would be 
for the best interest of the city. Finding that 
the committes would make a report I called 


' City Attorney Goodwin aside and spoke of a 


letter which in my judgment Would compro- 
mise W. D. Palmer. Mr. Goodwin informed 
nie it was my duty as a member of the council 
to lay the matter before the committee. I did 
so, but it did not, however, produce any im 
ression, and the committce adjourned. I did 
a Mr. Palmer’s letter, of which the following 
is acopy, before the meeting of the council: 

ATLANTA. Ga. March 31, 1889.—Mr, Charles 
D’Alvigny—Dear Sir. I write to know if Captain 
Rust has seen you this morning. : 
he would see you about a matter that I believe we 
ca nmake to our mutual benefit.

Dis- 
band your committee, withdraw your ap- 
peal, and let our old soldiers retire once more 
into the seclusion fromm which they had better 
never been drawn, Come home, major! 
The people of Georgia pay annually over $3,- 
000,000 as their share of the taxes from 
which the soldiers of the union army are pen- 
sioned, and they do notcomplain. Out of 
their poverty this goes from free and will- 
ing hands--and they have enough 
left to take care of their own veter- 
ans who are dependent and disabled. Come 
home, Major Stewart, and let us take our 
heroes to our own hearts and wear them 
there—-never to be paraded again with their 
limping gait, their poor wounds and their

The First Oklahoman, 

Captain Payne will go,down to posterity 
as the founder of the coming state of Okla- 
homa. 

He was a western adventurer—a bold and 
brainy man, full of schemes and expedients, 
and gifted with some of the magnetic quali- 
ties of leadership. 

Some ten ora dozen years ago Captain 
Payne took atrip through the ‘‘Beautifal 
Land,’ asthe Indians callit. He saw a 
fertile territory with a genial climate, where 
every prospect pleased, and where there was 
nothing vile but man. 

Why not seize this attractivecountry, and 
turnit over to white domination? With 
this dazzling ideain his mind, this enter- 
prising filibuster harangued the people of 
Kansas until he had collected a crowd of 
boomers. A land company was organized, 


| and shares were sold at five dollars each. A 


colony company was also organized with 
two-dollar shares, 

Finally, in 1880, Payne made a break into 
Oklahoma with twenty-five men, and started 
atown. At the end of three weeks federal 
troops marched in, captured the village, and 
sent Payne and his mento prison. At the 
expiration of two weeks the boomers were 
discharged, 

Finding that he was regarded as a hero, 
the captain organized a camp of two hun- 
dred men on the Kansas border, and waited 
for another opportunity. For. four or fiy 
years there were occasional invasions of 
Oklahoma, Squads of men would slip in, 
locate lands, and be followed by the troops, 
and ejected, to begin their work over again. 

In 1884 Payne carried a colony of six 
hundred into the coveted land, and built a 
town, with a newspaper, cliurchand school. 
The soldiers broke up the settlement, and 
its founder went to prison again. He was 
released, and was getting ready for another 
expedition, when death struck him down in 
his prime. 

But Payne’s work went on. He had 
started the Oklahoma craze, and men con- 
tinued to talk about it, and collect in camps 
onthe border. The idea spread like a 
prairie fire, until speculators and statesmen 
gave themselves upto it, and at last con- 
gress yielded to the pressure, and enabled 
Payne’s followers to accomplish in a lawful 
way what was unlawful during the lifetime 
of their leader. 

So the dead adventurer was the first 
Oklahoman. When his colony grows into 
a state it will honor his memory, and, per- 
haps, vote hima statue or a portrait in its 
capitol. Although he knew it not, death 
overtook him just when success was abou 
to crown his efforts,

Having One Good Effect. 

The rejection of Mr. Halstead as minister 
to Germany, while to. be regretted on the 
whole, is yet not without consoling features. 

It has at least had one good effect, and if

for its action. 

Mr. Halstead, in return for the vote of 
the six republican senators who would not 
take him, is endeavoring to demonstrate to 
the country that these six senators are un- 
worthy of their seats, and, judging from in- 
dications to date from the seat of war, it 
appears that he is in a fair way to success.

WYLY AND GREENE. 


A WELL-KNOWN FIRM IN A RE- 
CEIVER'’S HANDS, 


The Wholesalé Grocery and Liquor Firm of Wyly 
and Greene Are Placed in the Handsof a Re- 
ceiver Yesterday—The Business Complications 
—A Settlement is Possible. 


The well known firm of Wyly & Green have 
been placed in the hands of a receiver. 

This aetion was taken yesterday. 

Early yesterday afternoon a general credit- 
or’s bill was filed by Messrs. Abbott & Smith 
as attorneys for Messrs. Bernheim Bros. & 
Uri, liquor men of Paducah, Ky. 

The immediate cause of this action was the 
foreclusure by the Lowry Banking company of 
a mortgage upon the stock of Wyly & Green 
for $19,000. 

Last evening this mortgage was foreclosed, 
and the stock was placed in the handsof Mr. 
W. J. Tanner as receiver. 

THE ASSETS AND LIABILITIES. 

It is impossible to state definitely either the 
assets or the liabilities of the firm. The heavi- 
est liability was that to the Lowry Banking 
company, which is secured by the mortgage 
mentioned. Besides this there are a good 
many other creditors in different parts of the 
country, Mr. Wyly estimates the probable 
liabilities at not far from $50,000 and places 
the assets at about $70,000. The latter con- 
sists of the stock of groceries and liquors and 
in claims against customers. 

MR. TANNER TAKES HOLD. 

Immediately after the order of Judge Mar- 
shall J. Clarke uppointing him receiver, Mr. 
Tanner took charge of the storcroom, No. 28 
Alabama street. An inventory of the stock 
will be begun today unless, as is sincerely 
hoped by the many friends of Messrs. Wyly & 
Grcene, some plan for settlement is agreed on. 

THE LOWRY BANK CLAIM 
has been running along for several years. 
Some two years ago there were rumors on the 
streets to the effect that the firm was. not alto- 
gether strong, but the general revival in busi- 
ness enabled them to tide over any diffiulties 
they may have met at that time, and confi- 
dence was at once restored. At the beginning 
of the '!ast year the firm made an excellent 
showing, and it is believed now that the assets 
will be found considerably in excess’ of liabil- 
ities. 
MR. WYLY TALKS. 

Mr. Wyly was seen yesterday evening and 
said: 

“We had turned over about $70,000 worth of 
assets tothe Lowry Banking company, and 
they foreclosed their mortgage on us yesterday. 
Mr. Friedman, of Bernheim Bros. & Uri, 
asked the appointment of a receiver.” 

“To what would you attribute the failure?”’ 

‘‘Well, I suppose to siow collections aud the 
large amount of business that we did.’’ 

CAPTAIN LOWRY TALKS, 

Captain R. J. Lowry said. last evening: 

"The amount of the mortgage foreclosed by 
us was about $19,000. ‘This is a matter that we 
have been holding off for a long while, hoping 
that they would pull through allright. It was 
@ part of my father’s estate, and just had to be 
settled. The failure is one of those un- 
fortunate things that can’t be helped, and I 
am yet hoping Yhat it can all be adjusted.” 

‘Is that probable?” 

‘I don’t know really. JI don’t know.’’

The news of the business complications of 
the tirm of Wyly & Greene wili cause univer- 
sal regret here in Atlanta and throughout the 
state where these two gentlemen have so many 
friends. The firm is made up of Mr. Benyja- 
min Q@.

The failure was quite a surprise in business 
circles.

aution with a view to the purchase of the At 
lanta street car system and an ultimate com. 
bination of all the lines. 

The gentlemen irterested found that they 
could control ull the money needed and began 
meeting to discuss a plan. Several meetings 
were held—the last yesterday morning. At 
the meetings the gentlemen discussed a price 
to be proposed and yesterday morning came 
toayn agreement; but just what that agree. 
ment was no one on the outside seems to 
know.

Itnow operates ithe Peach- 
tree line to north Atlanta and to Ponce de 
Leon, the Marietta line, the North avenue 
line, the Decatur and Wheat street lines, the 
Alabama and Whitehall street lines. The 
company owns valuable real _— estate 
on Line street, where its stables 
and carsheds are. It thas horses 
and mules and rolling stock in abundance. 
Whether the sale will be consummated or not 
cannot besaid. Tie gentlemen who are try- 
ing to buy will not say what they have offered, 
neither will Mr. Peters talk.

The State Alliance, after being in session 
a day and a balf, adjourned at twelve o’ clock 
yesterday. 

It was pre-eminently a working body, and 
although the session was short, much good 
work has been done. 

The concluding Jabors yesterday morning 
were interesting and important. 

A committee of twelve were appointed to 
consider the question of fertilizers in all its 
phases and report to the regular meeting in 
August. 

Resolutions were adopted declaring that 
the alliance is in a more prosperous condi- 
tion than ever before, that the outlook fora 
state exchange is bright, and indorsing the 
work of Colonel Ben Terrell, of Texas, as 
mational lecturer. a 

The Olive bill was indorsed. President 
Livingston spoke strongly in favor of this 
measure. 

The committee on cotton bagging will 
conimmunicate at once with manufacturers in 
reference to furnishing a supply to cover 
the coming crop. 

The proceedings of the closing session 


will be found below. 

The state alliance met at nine o’clock yes- 
terday morning. Prayer waso ered by Chap- 
lain Maxwell.

A resolution by Hon. Thomas J. Lyon, of 
Bartow, recommended that the farmers of 
Georgia plant less acreage in cotton, much 
more acreage iv grasses aud grains, and devote 
more time and attention to the raising of cat- 
tle. 

This resolution provoked considerable dis- 
eussion and was finally adopted.

President Livingston left the stand and 
made a strong speech for the resolutions. ' He 
argued that the farmers are more seriously 
affected by the Olive bill than any other class. 
They made up cight-tenths of the population 
of the state and paid seven-tenths of the taxes. 
The Olive bill, he argued, was not a partisan 
or political measure. Legislators should not 
compiain if they shall be instructed by the 
If the syndicate 
of capitalists now trying tocontrol ail of the 
railroads in Georgia, he said, are allowed to 
take possession of all thé railroad property in 
the state they could not only dictate the man- 
ner in which Georgia can use her property, 
but could discriminate for or against whoin- 
ever they please. 

“The purposes of this syndicate are opposed 
to the principles of the order,” he continued. 
“The motto of the alliance is, ‘Equal rights to 
all- special privileges to none.’ The syndi- 
cate is 2 combine to 2emass Wealth to carry out 
of Georgia to New York, and is a drain upon 
the resources of the state by which other sec- 
tions are enriched to the injury of Georgia.’’ 

He begged tie farmers to lock well to their 
interests, aud to say to. these monopolists, 
“Thus far you maygo, but no farther.” 

His speech was frequently applauded. 

At 12 o'clock the State alliance adjourned. 

The regular mectivg in August will prob- 
ally be held in Atlanta.

ATLANTA'S’ BASERALEL CONDITION 
IS SHAKY, 


Action of the Directors at the Meeting Yesterday 
Afternoon—A Strong Effort Will Still Be Made 
to Carry It Through to Success. 


The baseball situation is decidedly compli- 
cated. . 

And it looks very much as if Atlanta would 
have no bill. 

A strong effort will be made, however, to 
tide over the present difficulties, and if every- 
body who talks favorably to baseball will takea 
hand, Atlanta may still be spared the disgrace 
of dropping out of the Southern league. 

The five gentlemen who have been acting as 
directagg in this preliminary effort to get base- 
ball started, with four members of the ad- 
visory board, held a meeting yesterday after- 
noon. 

All that transpired at that meeting is not 
known, but it is known that there was a gen- 
eral review of the situation in which every- 
body expressed his views. 

The only thing given out for publication was 
the following series of resolutions adopted by 
the meeting: 

In view of the fact that the directors find it ab 
eolutely impossible to secure the old baseball 
grounds, and that itis a physical impossibility to 
prepare any otherin time tor the opening of the 
season; aud 

In‘ view of the further fact that it is practically 
impossible at this late date to secure a club worthy 
to represent Atianta in the league; and 

In view of the fact that the efforts of those who 
have been endeavoring to raise the money neces- 
sary for a club have not met with the geveral in- 
dorsement which they deserved, and that it has 
been impossible to raise the money which is needed; 
therefore, it is 

Resolved, That we do hereby deem it impractica- 
ble to proceed further with the movement for a 
baseball club for Atlanta, and we do now adjourn 


sine die. 
Another Effort. 


After the meeting had adjourned, several 
well known young men got together and re- 
solved to make one more effort for the club. 
President Wharton was telegraphed the con- 
dition of affairs and it is probable that he will 
come to Atlanta in a day or so. Just what 
will be the outcome of this effort it is doubtful 
to say. 

The facts about the grounds seem to be 
about as stated in the resolution. Mr. Peters

Mr. Hexry R. Hazes, Jr., has been re- 
moyed from the position he has held as clerk 
tv Mr. A. C. Bruce, the superintendent of 


| improvements: on the custom house, and Mr. 


Bruce has been asked to recommend A, 
Graves, colored, of this city, for the place. 

Mr. Harris,when asked if the rdmors to that 
effect were true, said: 

“T have heard these rumors for several days 
but paid no attention to them until today, 
when in opening the mail addressed to the 
superintendent I found a letter asking him to 
notify me that my services would be no longer 
needed, and also asking him to name Mr. A. 
Graves for the place.”’ 

“Who is Mr. A. Graves?” 

“I do not know him, but I understand that 
he is an honest, intelligent colored man, and I 
am glad, if I was to be removed at all, 
to know that the republican party 
is. at last recognizing the claims of 
the colored people of the south. They are in 
my Opinion the only real genuing republicans 
in the south.” 

‘‘Howewas your removal brought about ?’’ 

“IT can only say that from the telegram re- 
ceived by Mr. Perry Chisholm, of this city 
from Colonel A. E. Buck, who wasat the 
timein Washington, that he was instrumental 
in securing the change.’’ 

“How do you feel about it,’’ 

“T think the republicans have only carried 
out what was known to be their policy in the 
past, and which has commanded and now 
commands the respect of all party men. Were 
I in power I should displace republicans and 
the sacrifice of myself is no more 
than I expected—in fact it commands 
my respect. Had Mr. Cleveland followed 
that policy I think he would have been 
stronger in his race for president. Be this as 
it may, I go out with ill will toward none and 
kindness toward all. I cannot, however, re- 
frain from expressing regret that the patronage 
of Georgia should have fallen into the hands 
ef men who are alien to her soil, whose pres- 
ence in the south is due solely to the fact that 
they wanted the spoils of office. 

“Tl. suppos6 my removal was based simply 
upon the fact that I ama partisan. I plead 
guilty to the soft impeachment. I am and 
always have been an avowd advocate of one 
principle or another, and. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s defeat did not chill my 
ardor in the cause of democracy 
one single iota. I do not belong to 
that class who pander to the powers that be, 
preferring rather to go down with my party in 
defeat than to compromise one single senti- 
ment of my political convictions. I am glad 
that lam among the first of the subordinates 
to be removed. Itis certainly a compliment 
to me that my head should go first. 

“‘T remember too well that as a boy I took 
partin the redemption of this state during the 
reconstruction era from the baleful reign of 
carpet baggeis who had infested this country. 
I cannot in this day find it consistent with my 
past record to pander to the same alien influ- 
ences that dominated the state of Georgia at 
that period. 

“T thought then, and I do now, that men 
who came into. the south for the purposo of 
holding office were its worst and bitterest ene-
